To  the  Class  of  2008: 

Yearbooks  are  funny  things.  You  probably  won't  get  your  hands  on  this  one  'til  months 
after  graduation,  when  the  memories  of  Muhlenberg  have  just  begun  to  recede  a bit 
and  the  realization  that  "real  life"  is  underway  has  started  to  sink  in.  So  you  will  leaf 
through  Gloria's  pages,  looking  for  pictures  of  yourself  and  your  friends,  remembering 
good  times  and  happy  moments,  and  then  you  will  put  your  yearbook  on  a shelf,  or, 
more  likely,  in  a box.  Over  the  years,  assuming  you  schlep  that  box  from  domicile  to 
domicile,  you  will  bring  it  out  occasionally  and  iook  at  it  again  (maybe  you  are  doing 
so  now).  I had  that  experience  with  my  own  yearbook  just  recently,  and,  after  recoiling 
from  the  appalling  haircut  and  ridiculous  moustache  that  define  my  senior  photo,  I 
started  to  think  about  what  college  memories  matter  most.

In  fact,  the  students  who  are  living  here  today 
are  counting  on  it.  Come  back  to  visit  as  often  as  you  can.  Stay  in  touch.  Do  your  bit 
for  'Berg.  And,  years  from  now,  try  not  to  laugh  too  hard  at  your  yearbook  photo.

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A Season  of  Perfection 


The  2007  Muhlenberg  football  season  was 
Exhibit  A for  those  who  believe  that  preseason 
polls  don't  mean  a thing.  Picked  fifth  in  the 
Centennial  Conference  preseason  poll,  the 
Mules  wound  up  ranked  eighth  in  the  country 
after  putting  together  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  years  in  program  history. 

Muhlenberg  went  undefeated  (10-0)  in  the 
regular  season  for  the  first  time  since  the 
College  first  fielded  an  intercollegiate  football 
team  in  1900.  The  Mules  won  their  first  outright 
Centennial  Conference  championship,  set 
school  records  for  wins  (1 1)  and  consecutive 
wins  (12)  and  advanced  to  the  second  round  of 
the  NCAA  playoffs. 

The  Mules  then  reeled  off  four  straight  wins 
against  teams  that  would  finish  with  losing 
records,  including  a 43-0  shutout  of  McDaniel  - 
their  first  win  against  the  Green  Terror  since 
1994.  Another  shutout,  31-0  at  Franklin  8c 
Marshall,  gave  Muhlenberg  four  in  a season  for 
the  first  time  since  1947.  That  set  up  a 
showdown  between  the  7-0  Mules  and 
defending  CC  champion  Dickinson.  Playing  at 
home  on  Family  Weekend,  Muhlenberg  fell 
behind  17-0  early  in  the  second  quarter  but 
came  back  to  win,  29-24. 

A 31-7  win  at  regionally  ranked  Ursinus 
gave  the  Mules  the  CC  title  and  an  automatic 
bid  to  the  NCAA  playoffs.  They  wrapped  up  the 
first  undefeated  CC  season  since  2000  with  a 
35-7  home  win  against  Moravian.  For  the  first 
round  of  the  NCAAs,  Muhlenberg  drew  a home 
game  against  once-defeated  Salisbury,  which 
was  ranked  higher  in  one  poll  and  featured  a 
high-powered  option  attack.  The  Mules  opened 
up  a 21-6  lead  early  in  the  second  quarter,  only 
to  have  the  Sea  Gulls  come  back  to  tie  the 
game  at  21-all  with  7:33  left.  Then  the  defense 


saved  the  day,  forcing  two  late  fumbles  that  led 
to  10  points  and  a 31-21  win.  That  win  earned 
Muhlenberg  a trip  to  Wesley  for  a second-round 
game  against  the  two-time  region  champions.  Thej 
Mules  held  a 7-0  lead  for  most  of  the  first  half,  but  j 
a trio  of  long  runs  by  the  Wolverines'  backup 
tailback  turned  the  tide,  and  the  great  season 
ended  with  a 38-21  loss. 

Defense  has  been  one  of  Muhlenberg's 
hallmarks  for  most  of  this  decade,  and  2007  was 
no  exception.  The  Mules  finished  in  the  top  10  in 
Division  III  in  six  defensive  categories  - third  in  total 
defense  (211.8  yards  per  game),  fourth  in  scoring 
defense  (1 1 .2  points  per  game),  seventh  in  pass 
efficiency  defense  (86.3  points),  eighth  in  fumbles 
recovered  (17),  ninth  in  sacks  (3.67  per  game) 
and  10th  in  turnover  margin  (plus-19). 

Six  defensive  players  earned  first-team 
AII-CC  honors:  including  seniors  Chris  Musselman  (8 
sacks)  and  Swensen  (9  tackles  for  loss),  senior 
outside  linebackers  Dustin  Good  (71  tackles,  16  foi 
loss)  and  Tom  Tarsitano  (54  tackles).  Senior  Matt 
Johnson  had  a superb  year  in  his  first  at  tight  end, 
earning  third-team  All-America  honors  after  setting 
school  records  for  receptions  (54),  yards  (837) 
and  touchdowns  (six)  by  a tight  end.  Junior 
running  back  John  DeLuca  set  a school  record 
with  1,533  rushing  yards  (1 1th  in  Division  III)  and 
scored  17  touchdowns.  Junior  quarterback  Eric 
Santagato  ran  the  show,  reversing  his  2006 
numbers  of  5 touchdowns  and  17  interceptions  to 
15  touchdowns  and  5 interceptions.  He 
completed  63  percent  of  his  passes,  rushed  for  6 
TDs  and  ranked  18th  in  Division  III  in  pass  efficiency. 
Head  coach  Mike  Donnelly  was  named  region 
coach  of  the  year  by  both  the  American  Football 
Coaches  Association  and  and  D3football.com.

The  Muhlenberg  cross  country  program 
continued  to  break  new  ground  in  2007.  For 
the  first  time  in  history,  the  Mules  qualified 
runners  from  both  the  men's  and  women's 
teams  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championships.  The  two  men's  qualifiers 
became  the  first  athletes  in  team  history  to 
run  in  the  national  meet  twice.  Two  juniors, 
NCAA  qualifiers  David  Chorney  and  Timothy 
Van  Syckle,  were  joined  by  mostly  freshmen 
who  spent  the  year  adjusting  to  college 
cross  country.  Chorney  made  history  at  the 
first  scored  meet  of  the  season  by  winning 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Championships,  which 
since  2001  has  brought  together  runners  from 
local  Division  I,  II  and  III  schools.  Muhlenberg 
came  in  second,  behind  only  host  Lehigh,  for 
its  best  finish  ever.  At  his  next  race,  Chorney 
matched  the  best  finish  by  a Mule  at  the 
prestigious  Paul  Short  Run,  coming  in  second. 
He  followed  that  with  a sixth-place  finish  at 
the  DeSales  Invitational,  a meet  Muhlenberg 
might  have  won  had  Van  Syckle  not  been 
held  out  with  injury  (the  Mules  finished  fourth, 
15  points  out  of  first). 

For  the  fourth  straight  meet  in  which  both 
ran.  Van  Syckle  and  Chorney  finished  in  the 
top  10  at  the  Centennial  Conference 
Championships,  with  Van  Syckle,  in  sixth 
place,  taking  top  honors  this  time. 
Muhlenberg  came  in  fourth,  landing  in  the 
top  four  for  the  eighth  year  in  a row. 

Ranked  seventh  in  the  region  heading  into 
the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional  at  Lehigh,  the 
Mules  matched  their  ranking  to  place  in  the 
top  10  for  the  sixth  time  in  seven  years. 
Chorney  (14th)  and  Van  Syckle  (22nd)  both 
earned  all-region  honors  and  earned  the

right  to  compete  at  the  NCAA  Championships.  Like 
the  men,  the  women  received  significant 
contributions  from  young  runners,  with  two  or  three 
freshmen  in  the  top  seven  every  race.  Muhlenberg's 
top  runner,  however,  was  senior  Sara  Gearin,  who 
scored  three  top-10  finishes  and  came  in  15th  at  the 
NCAA  Mideast  Regional  to  qualify  for  the  national 
meet.  After  opening  with  a solid  third-place  showing 
at  the  Lehigh  Valley  Championships,  the  Mules 
showed  their  depth  by  capturing  the  Mule/Falcon 
Classic  for  the  fourth  time  in  seven  years  despite 
holding  out  their  top  four  finishers  from  the  Lehigh 
Valley  meet.  Muhlenberg  still  had  four  runners  place 
in  the  top  14  to  edge  Georgian  Court  by  a point. 

The  Mules  finished  in  the  top  half  of  every  race 
except  the  incredibly  competitive  CC 
Championships,  which  featured  the  top  three  teams 
in  the  region.  Muhlenberg  placed  third  out  of  23 
teams  at  the  DeSales  Invitational,  seventh  at  the  CC 
Championships  and  12th  at  the  NCAA  Mideast 
Regional.

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Dominant  defensive  line  leads  the  Mules 


The  Muhlenberg  men's  soccer  team  proved  in 
2007  that  it's  hard  to  get  beat  if  you  don't  allow  the 
other  team  to  score.  The  Mules  allowed  only  seven 
goals  and  recorded  10  shutouts  in  15  regular-season 
games  in  winning  a share  of  the  Centennial 
Conference  regular-season  championship.  Losses  in 
the  semifinals  of  the  CC  playoffs  and  the  first  round  of 
the  NCAA  Tournament  left  the  team  with  a final 
record  of  12-5.  All  five  setbacks  were  by  one  goal  to 
teams  that  were  regionally  and/or  nationally  ranked 
the  entire  year. 

Muhlenberg  ranked  17th  in  Division  III  in  shutout 
percentage  (.588)  and  32nd  in  team  goals-against 
average  (0.70).  In  a seven-game  winning  streak 
leading  up  to  the  CC  playoffs,  the  Mules  allowed  only 
one  goal  and  shut  out  five  straight  CC  foes. 
Complementing  the  stingy  defense  was  an  offense 
that  was  efficient  if  not  explosive  and  usually  did  what 
was  needed  to  win.  The  Mules  averaged  just  1 .65 
goals  per  game,  which  ranked  near  the  bottom  of 
the  CC,  but  were  shut  out  only  once  all  season. 

Muhlenberg  opened  the  year  with  2-0  shutout 
wins  against  Gordon,  Wilkes  and  Moravian,  then 
embarked  on  a five-game  stretch  in  which  it  played 
1 8th-ranked  Franklin  tk  Marshall;  traditional  power 
Elizabethtown;  and  Gettysburg,  which  knocked  the 
Mules  out  of  the  playoffs  last  year,  all  on  the  road, 
and  undefeated  Dickinson  and  defending  CC 
champion  Johns  Hopkins  at  home. 

The  Hopkins  game  loss  was  followed  by  the 
seven-game  win  streak,  during  which  Muhlenberg 
outscored  its  opponents  14-1.  The  lone  goal 
allowed  came  in  a 2-1  win  against  New  Jersey, 
at  the  time  ranked  seventh  in  Division  III.  While  the 
Mules  were  reeling  off  wins,  the  other  teams  in 
the  tough  CC  were  beating  each  other,  and  at 
season's  end  Muhlenberg,  Johns  Hopkins  and 
Franklin  8c  Marshall  tied  for  first  with  a 7-2  CC 
record.  The  Mules  were  the  third  seed  in  the 
playoffs,  but  a 2-1  loss  to  Hopkins  in  their  first 


game  put  their  NCAA  Tournament  hopes  in 
doubt. 

As  it  turned  out,  Muhlenberg  didn't  need  t 
worry.  The  NCAA  took  four  teams  from  the  CC, 
and  the  Mules  were  awarded  their  13th  NCAA 
bid  and  sent  to  Salisbury  for  a first-round  game 
against  Virginia  Wesleyan.  Some  rare  defensive 
breakdowns  were  the  culprit  in  a 3-2 
season-ending  loss.  The  biggest  player  - both 
literally  and  figuratively  - in  the  stellar  defense 
was  6-5  senior  goalie  Peter  Bennett,  who  earnet; 
third-team  All-America  honors  after  recording 
eight  shutouts  and  a career-best  0.73 
goals-against  average.  His  0.45  GAA  in  CC 
games  led  the  league. 

Senior  back  Jonathan  Kliewer  had  an 
outstanding  season  and  was  named  to  the 
AII-CC  first  team.  In  addition  to  his  defensive 
prowess,  he  scored  the  Mules'  most  memorable 
goal  of  the  season,  a 30-yard  blast  with  6:35  lef 
in  the  second  overtime  for  a 1-0  win  at 
Swarthmore.  Joining  Kliewer  in  the  back  four 
were  juniors  A.J.  Barnold  and  Andrew  Brick  and 
sophomore  Samuel  Hayden,  a second-team 
Academic  All-District  selection.

Underclassmen  lead  team  to  a winning  season 


As  might  be  expected  from  such  a young 
team,  Muhlenberg  women's  soccer  showed  plenty 
of  inexperience  in  2007.  But  it  also  displayed  a great 
deal  of  promise.  Starting  10  freshmen  and 
sophomores  for  almost  the  entire  season,  the  Mules 
finished  8-6-3  overall  and  5-4-1  in  the  Centennial 
Conference,  Although  they  missed  out  on  the  CC 
playoffs,  they  went  2-3  against  teams  that  did  earn 
berths.  A loss  at  Franklin  & Marshall  and  a tie  with 
Dickinson,  both  non-playoff  squads,  proved  to  be 
Muhlenberg's  undoing. 

Some  of  the  games  were  thrillers  - often  for 
the  wrong  reason.  In  the  Mules'  three  ties,  they 
allowed  the  equalizer  with  4 seconds  (Kean),  3:10 
(Scranton)  and  1:05  (Dickinson)  left  in  regulation. 
Muhlenberg  also  came  back  from  an  early  deficit  to 
beat  McDaniel  in  overtime,  took  nationally  ranked 
Swarthmore  to  overtime  and  led  defending  CC 
champion  Johns  Hopkins  with  less  than  20  minutes  to 


play. 

The  Mules  could  be  explosive  on  offense, 
starting  with  a season-opening  4-0  shutout  of 
Gwynedd-Mercy.  They  scored  two  goals  in  a 
2:18  span  against  Neumann,  three  in  a 4:39 
span  against  Haverford,  and  four  in  a 3:23  span 
against  Bryn  Mawr,  But  the  offense,  which 
scored  20  goals  in  leading  the  team  to  a 5-1-3 
start,  netted  one  goal  or  fewer  in  six  of  the  final 
eight  games.  Although  it  ended  without  a 
playoff  berth,  the  season  came  to  a satisfying 
close  when  Muhlenberg  knocked  off 
playoff-bound  Gettysburg,  1-0,  at  home.  The 
squad's  two  seniors,  Maura  Hendsey  and  Megan 
Francis,  combined  on  the  lone  goal,  scored  by 
Francis  early  in  the  second  half. 

Most  of  the  team's  scoring  (32  of  35 
goals)  was  done  by  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
First-year  player  Valerie  Patriarca  led  the  Mules 
with  10  goals,  tied  for  second-most  in  the  CC 
and  four  short  of  the  school  record  for  freshmen. 
She  scored  a hat  trick  in  just  96  seconds  at  Bryn 
Mawr,  leading  Muhlenberg  to  a 7-0  win  - the 
most  goals  the  team  scored  in  eight  years.

Senior's  careers  shine  in  unforgettable  season 


The  Muhlenberg  volleyball  team 
experienced  some  wonderful  highlights  the  first 
two  weeks  of  the  2007  season.  Unfortunately, 
the  rest  of  the  year  was  not  as  memorable.  The 
Mules  started  off  by  sweeping  Alvernia  and 
SUNY  Institute  of  Technology  to  win  their  pool 
at  Moravian's  Greyhound  Premiere  Invitational. 
In  their  first  home  match  of  the  season,  they 
came  back  after  dropping  the  first  game  to 
defeat  Richard  Stockton  in  five,  winning  the 
decisive  game  16-14  by  scoring  the  last  three 
points.  Three  days  later  in  the  Buttermaker 
Tournament,  Muhlenberg  again  won  by  two 
points  in  a match  that  went  the  distance, 
rebounding  from  30-20  and  30-17  losses  to 
Susquehanna  in  Games  2 and  3 to  win  the  last 
two  games,  30-28  and  15-13. 

That  result  left  the  Mules  with  a 5-2 
record,  including  two  inspired  wins,  eight  days 

into  the  season. 
They  were  never 
able  to  recapture 
that  magic, 
however, 
dropping  their 
next  eight 
matches  and 
going  on  to  finish 
with  an  11-19 
record. 

Muhlenberg's  two 
seniors,  hitter  Jess 
Anselmi  and  libero 
Megan  Young, 
spent  the  season 
climbing  the 
program's  career 


lists.  Anselmi,  who  led  the  Mules  in  kills  (305), 
finished  eighth  in  team  history  with  747  kills. 
Young  ended  up  second  on  the  all-time  digs 
chart  with  1,342,  as  well  as  second  in  the 
Centennial  Conference  with  5,07  digs  per 
game.  Junior 
Megan  Eiser 
emerged  as 
Muhlenberg's 
setter  and  had 
an  outstanding 
all-around  year, 
leading  the 
team  in  assists 
and  finishing 
second  in 
blocks,  third  in 
digs,  fourth  in 
kills  and  fifth  in 
aces.  She  was 
named  to  the 
all-tournament  team  both  at  Moravian  and  at 
the  Buttermaker  and  was  honored  as  CC  player 
of  the  week  after  recording  a triple-double  (37 
assists,  1 1 kills,  1 1 digs)  in  a four-game  win 
against  Delaware  Valley. 

A pair  of  sophomores  had  breakout  years 
after  playing  sparingly  as  freshmen.  Liz  Dean 
was  second  on  the  team  with  238  kills,  and 
Amy  Cohen  led  the  Mules  and  ranked  seventh 
in  the  CC  in  blocks  per  game  (0.78). 

Sophomore  Phylicia  Lee  served  up  a team-best 
38  aces.  A 3-0  shutout  of  Emmanuel  at  the  MIT

Warmack-Chipman  her  100th  career  win.

Underclassmen  step  up  to  lead  the  team 


After  losing  seven  seniors  through 
graduation  and  returning  only  two  players  with 
significant  experience  at  the  collegiate  level, 
the  Muhlenberg  men's  basketball  year  had  an 
inspiring  rebuilding  season,  narrowly  missing  the 
Centennial  Conference  playoffs. 

The  core  of  the  young  Mule  squad 
featured  juniors  and  sophomores,  who  didn't 
see  a lot  of  playing  action  in  preceding 
campaigns,  but  they  all  stepped  up  and  proved 
their  right  to  play  in  a Muhlenberg  jersey. 

In  the  last 
regular-season 
game  against 
league-leading 
Ursinus,  the  Mules 
needed  a victory  to 
clinch  their 
third  consecutive 
playoff  berth  in  a 
very  competitive 
conference,  which 
eventually  had  two 
representatives  in 
the  "Sweet  16,"  one 
of  which  advanced 
to  the  national  semifinals.  Muhlenberg  put  up  a 
good  fight,  but  lost  a dramatic  72-69  decision 
to  the  Bears,  thus  wrapping  up  the  2007-08 
season  with  a 10-15  overall  record  and  an  8-10 
mark  in  the  CC. 

The  whole  campaign  was  a whirlpool  of 
alternating  winning  streaks  with  series  of 
unfortunate  results.  After  opening  CC  action 
with  a 50-42  road  loss  to  Haverford  in  late 
October,  the  Mules  racked  up  four  successive 
conference  wins,  including  an  86-54  home  rout 


against  McDaniel.  Against  the  Green  Terror, 
Muhlenberg  showed  some  of  its  great 
potential,  shooting  a season-high  60.8 
percent  from  the  floor  and  a spectacular  57.1  1 
percent  beyond  the  three-point  arc. 

Following  that  successful  run,  the  Mules  fell  I 
in  a three-game  slump,  losing  on  the  road  to 
Gettysburg,  Johns  Hopkins  and  Franklin  8c 
Marshall.  The  defeat  to  the  Blue  Jays  was 
especially  painful  as  it  came  in  triple  overtime.  I 

However,  Muhlenberg  regrouped  quickly, 
winning  four  of  the  next  five  encounters  and 
putting  itself  in  an  excellent  position  to  attack  I 
the  playoffs.  Dickinson,  Washington  and 
Haverford  were  sent  back  home  from 
Memorial  Hall  with  losses.  The  fourth  win  was  a I 
hard-fought  61-57  away  triumph  against 
McDaniel,  giving  the  Mules  a season  sweep  of  I 
the  playoff-bound  Terror.  With  an  8-5  record, 
the  Mules  looked  poised  to  clinch  a playoff 
spot,  but  had  a tough  conference  schedule 
remaining  and  dropped  their  last  five 
contests,  four  to  playoff  teams. 

Junior  Mike  Bernardini  emerged  as 
Muhlenberg's  leader  and  top  scorer, 
averaging  13.6  points  per  game  and  4.1 
rebounds  per  contest.  He  was  one  of  the  top 
tree-throw  shooters  in  the  league,  as  he 
finished  fourth  overall  with  an  81.7 
percentage  from  the  foul  line.  The  Mules  lost 
only  one  senior  through  graduation, 
hard-working  co-captain  Greg  Pask,  who 
completed  his  task  of  mentoring  his  younger 
teammates  and  helping  them  turn  into  a 
cohesive  unit.

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Make  it  number  four 


The  road  to  the  Centennial  Conference 
championship  for  the  Muhlenberg  women's 
basketball  team  in  2006-07  began  and  ended 
right  there  on  the  road. 

After  stumbling  at  home  in  their  first  CC 
game  of  the  season,  the  Mules  emerged  as  a 
championship  contender  during  a 32-day  span 
in  which  they  played  nine  of  1 1 games  on  the 
road.  They  went  7-2  away  from  Memorial  Hall  in 
that  stretch,  including  wins  against  Gettysburg, 
Johns  Hopkins,  defending  CC  champion  Ursinus 
and  defending  CC  regular-season  champion 
McDaniel,  Needing  a win  in  the  last  game  of  the 
regular  season  to  clinch  homecourt  for  the 
playoffs,  Muhlenberg  was  defeated  by  Ursinus. 
But  that  was  just  fine  for  the  Mules,  who  went  on 
the  road  to  Franklin  & Marshall  and  captured 
their  fourth  CC  title. 

Homecourt  disadvantage  struck  again 
when  Muhlenberg  was  selected  to  host  the  first 
two  rounds  of  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  first 
time  ever.  The  Mules  lost  in  the  first  round  to 
local  rival  DeSales,  which  went  on  to  reach  the 
“Sweet  16"  before  falling  to  the  eventual 
national  champion.  Muhlenberg  finished  the 
season  with  a record  of  21-7,  reaching  the 
20-win  mark  for  the  third  time  in  program  history. 
And  it  won  the  conference  championship  with  a 
young  squad  that  figures  to  be  in  the  title  mix  for 
the  next  few  years  to  come.  The  only  seniors  on 
the  team  were  Michelle  Feldman,  who  started 
12  games  at  forward,  and  backup  point  guard 
Abra  Like.  The  duo  graduated  as  the  winningest 
class  in  Mule  women's  basketball  history,  with  a 
four-year  record  of  77-31 . 

Two  juniors  were  among  the  top  players 
on  the  team:  Lauren  Boyle  maintained  her  status 


as  one  of  the  best  in  the  CC,  while  Erin 
McSherry  enjoyed  a spectacular  breakout 
season. 

Boyle  received  All-America  honorable 
mention  after  averaging  a team-leading  14.9 
points  per  game  and  finishing  second  on  the 
team  in  assists  (94),  steals  (36)  and  blocked 
shots  (14).  She  became  just  the  second 
Muhlenberg  player  to  earn  first-team  AII-CC 
honors  twice  and  the  third  to  reach  the 
1,000-point  mark  as  a junior.  Boyle  will  enter  he 
senior  season  third  on  the  Mules'  all-time  list 
with  1,084  career  points. 

Muhlenberg  started  the  season  utilizing 
the  running  and  pressing  system  that  had  been 
so  successful  in  2004,  but  after  losing  to 
Scranton  in  the  Scotty  Wood  Tournament 
championship  game  and  Gettysburg  in  the  CC 
opener,  the  Mules  returned  to  a more 
traditional  style.  The  Mules  broke  for  fall  final 
exams  with  a record  of  5-3  but  won  14  of  their 
next  16,  including  the  long  stretch  on  the  road. 
One  of  the  road  losses  came  to  nemesis 
Dickinson,  but  Muhlenberg  exacted  revenge 
with  a 68-62  win  in  the  next-to-last  game  of 
the  regular  season.  The  loss  to  Ursinus  three 
days  later  resulted  in  a three-way  tie  for  first 
place  between  the  Mules,  Dickinson  and  F8cM, 
with  the  latter  earning  the  right  to  host  on 
tiebreakers. 

The  NCAA  first-round  game  was  a tense 
battle  between  two  teams  very  familiar  with 
each  other.  Neither  team  led  by  more  than  six 
points  until  the  very  end,  when  DeSales  scored 
the  final  eight  points  for  a 56-48  win.

Leaders  in  their  fields 
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The  Mules  record  breaking  season 
proved  victorious  for  both  the  women's  and 
men's  track  teams,  After  opening  the  season 
with  a meet  at  Franklin  8c  Marshall  College,  the 
Mules  continued  to  break  records  and  reach 
higher  standards, 

Sophomore  Alex  Faust,  returned  for 
another  successful  season  by  breaking  her 
own  school  record  in  the  pole  vault.  Faust 
provisionally  qualified  for  the  NCAA 
championships  with  a jump  of  1 1-9  which  also 
broke  the  Centennial  Conference  record.  This 
height  helped  her  place  third  at  the  ECAC 
track  meet  in  Boston.  At  the  Layfette-Rider 
Games  in  New  York  City,  Faust  also  broke  the 
school  record  for  200  meters  with  a time  of 
26.23,  once  again  shattering  her  own  record, 
At  the  same  meet  fellow  sophomore  Debra 
Crockett  broke  her  school  record  in  the  shot 
put  with  a throw  of  37-10  3/4  smashing  the  old 
distance  by  over  a foot. 

At  the  Centennial  Conference  meet, 
Faust  placed  first  in  the  pole  vault  and  walked 
away  with  a gold  medal  in  the  400  meters. 
Senior  Erika  Koop  also  had  a successful  day 
finishing  second  in  the  high  jump,  seventh  in 
the  triple  jump  and  eight  in  the  shot  put. 

Other  medal  winners  included  Crockett,  who 
finished  third  in  the  shot  put,  a fourth-place 
finish  in  the  4x200  meter  relay  with  Faust,  Emily 
Karel,  Lindsey  Weidmann  and  Amanda  Martini. 
Freshman  Weidmann,  also  placed  fourth  in  the 
pole  vault.  By  the  end  of  the  weekend,  many 
of  the  athletes  had  achieved  personal  best 
times  concluding  the  indoor  season, 

While  women's  team  saw  success 
throughout  the  season  so  did  the  men's 


program.  The  team  was  led  by  Junior  Stuart 
Udis  who  also  banked  a pair  of  gold  medals 
the  Centennial  Conference  meet.  Udis  broke 
the  school  record  in  the  800  meters  finishing 
first  at  the  conference  meet.  Udis  was  also  a 
part  of  the  gold  winning  4x800  meter  relay 
team  composed 
of  David 
Chorney,  Patrick 
Thornton  and 
Bobby  Torphy.

Late  season  proves  to  be  victorious 


Every  team  wants  to  perform  its  best  at  the 
end  of  the  season,  but  the  Muhlenberg  wrestling 
team  experienced  most  of  its  success  in  2007-08 
in  the  first  half  of  the  campaign.  The  Mules 
finished  only  sixth  at  the  Centennial  Conference 
Championships  and,  for  the  first  time  in  10  years, 
did  not  qualify  a wrestler  for  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

The  ending  spoiled  a season  whose 
highlights  included  a win  against  a nationally 
ranked  opponent,  two  wrestlers  earning  national 
rankings  and  five  Mules  winning  a total  of  nine 
tournament  titles.  Muhlenberg  opened  the  season 
by  crowning  three  champions  - juniors  Billy  Hall 
(141),  Rob  Kein  (149)  and  Matt  Horn  (184)  - at 
the  King's  Monarch  Invitational.  It  was  the  first 
career  title  for  Horn,  who  earned  his  second  the 
following  week  at  the  Ursinus  Fall  Brawl.

Invitational.  One  of  them,  Kein,  was  named 
Most  Outstanding  Wrestler,  and  when  the 
next  Division  III  rankings  came  out  he  was 
listed  eighth  at  149.  At  Muhlenberg's  next 
tournament,  the  Washington  and  Lee 
Invitational,  senior  heavyweight  Joe  Tartar, 
who  was  ranked  10th  in  Division  III  in  the 
preseason  poll,  won  his  fifth  career 
championship,  and  junior  1 74-pounder  Justin 
Fitch  captured  his  first. 

As  the  schedule  shifted  to  dual  meets, 
however,  the  team  was  plagued  with  injuries 
and  the  flu,  most  notably  when  it  had  to 
forfeit  five  weight  classes  in  a match  at 
Ursinus.  The  Mules  went  4-8  in  duals  (2-5  in 
the  CC),  although  they  did  close  out  on  a 
high  note  with  a 25-21  upset  of  26th-ranked 
Messiah. 

Hall  and  Fitch  reached  the 
championship  finals  at  the  CC 
Championships,  although  neither  was  able 
to  come  away  with  a title.  Horn  finished  third 
for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Both  Hall  and 
-Kein  had  successful  seasons  after  moving  up 
a weight  class  from  the  ones  at  which  they 
were  national  qualifiers  as  sophomores.  Hall 
ended  the  year  with  a team-best  27-5 
record  and  placed  in  the  top  three  in  six 
tournaments.  Kein  finished  at  25-6.  Two 
other  juniors,  Fitch  and  Horn,  enjoyed 
breakout  seasons.  Fitch  went  21-6,  nearly 
doubling  his  win  total  (23)  from  the  previous 
two  seasons.  Horn  was  24-7  with  a 
team-leading  1 1 pins.

Mules  finished  fourth  to  earn  their  first  playoff 
>erth  since  2003,  The  key  victory  of  the  season 
vas  an  8-5  defeat  of  eventual  national 
unner-up  Johns  Hopkins.  Muhlenberg  was 
characterized  by  a potent  offense  that  set 
Ichool  records  for  runs  scored  (326),  triples  (28) 
jnd  extra-base  hits  (103)  in  a season  and  runs 
cored  in  a doubleheader  (36  vs.  Wisconsin 
utheran)  and  tied  the  mark  for  hits  in  a game 
27  vs.  Penn  State  Berks).  The  Mules  reached 
iouble  figures  in  runs  14  times,  topping  the 
:0-run  mark  on  three  occasions. 

But  the  success  was  due  to  more  than 
>ats.  Muhlenberg  was  second  in  the  CC  with  a 
?62  fielding  percentage  in  league  games  and

Grabbing  most  of  the  headlines  were  a

ifter  hitting  .380  and  setting  school  records  for

runs  (49),  triples  (1 1),  home  runs  (1 1),  RBI  (60), 
extra-base  hits  (29)  and  total  bases  (1 16).  The 
Division  III  leader  in  triples  and  triples  per  game 
(0.28)  also  ranked  in  the  top  15  in  the  country  in 
RBI  per  game  (1.50)  and  slugging  percentage 
(.817).  He  is  believed  to  be  only  the  second 
player  in  Division  III  history  to  reach  double 
figures  in  triples  and  home  runs  in  the  same 
season. 

Cresta  emerged  as  one  of  the  top 
pitchers  in  the  CC,  going  8-3  to  tie  the  school 
record  for  wins  in  a season.  The  southpaw  was 
nearly  unhittable  in  an  eight-day  stretch  in  which 
he  allowed  no  runs  and  eight  hits  in  20  innings 
against  CC  rivals  Gettysburg,  Ursinus  and 
McDaniel.  Cresta  ultimately  set  a school  record 
for  consecutive  scoreless  innings  (24.2)  and 
earned  a spot  on  the  AII-CC  second  team. 

Two  days  after  toppling  Johns  Hopkins,  the 
Mules  began  a five-game  winning  streak  that 
marked  them  as  serious  playoff  contenders. 
Three  of  the  wins  (two  vs.  Gettysburg  and  a 
16-0  shutout  of  Ursinus)  came  on  the  road 
against  2007  CC  playoff  qualifiers.  The  Mules 
were  eliminated  from  the  double-elimination 
playoffs  with  losses  to  Johns  Hopkins  and 
Haverford.  Conti  was  but  one  of  several  players 
to  put  up  outstanding  offensive  numbers.  Junior 
Edward  Risener  hit  .314  in  his  first  year  as  a 
regular  and  drove  in  50  runs,  which  broke  the 
previous  school  mark  of  41.  Junior  Eric  Hammond 
sparked  the  team  from  his  leadoff  spot,  hitting 
.336,  and  was  one  of  the  toughest  players  in 
Division  III  to  strike  out,  whiffing  only  three  times 
in  166  plate  appearances.

The  Muhlenberg  softball  team  started  the 
2008  season  with  a 4-3  win  against  Wartburg, 
ranked  No.  2 in  the  Division  III  preseason  poll.  The 
last  weekend  of  the  season,  the  Mules  split  with 
Ursinus,  which  went  on  to  win  the  Centennial 
Conference  championship  and  come  within  one 
game  of  the  Division  III  World  Series.  In  between, 
however,  the  results  were  not  so  great,  and 
Muhlenberg  ended  the  campaign  with  an  8-28 
record. 

The  Mules  struggled  to  hit  for  most  of  the 
season,  batting  only  ,228  as  a team  and  getting 
shut  out  10  times.  The  bats  did  heat  up  right  at 
the  end,  as  Muhlenberg  scored  eight  runs  in  each 
of  its  last  three  games  - the  first  time  the  team 
put  up  eight  runs  in  three  straight  games  since 
2That  late  surge  was  promising  for  a young  lineup 
that  did  not  have  any  seniors.  The  Mules  had  six 
freshmen  who  saw  significant  playing  time,  and 
four  of  them  hit  home  runs  during  the  season. 

Junior  catcher  RiRi  Ferrigno  batted  .31 1 and 


earned  first-team  Ail-Centennial  Conference 
honors.  She  belted  two  home  runs,  including  her 
second  career  grand  slam,  and  drove  in  a 
team-leading  20  runs.  Behind  the  plate,  Ferrignc 
committed  only  two  errors  in  176  chances. 

Junior  Samantha  Crist  hit  .270  and  led  the 
team  in  runs  scored  (18),  stolen  bases  (5),  walks 
(12)  and  sacrifices  (6).  Sophomore  Allie  Saltsteir 
showed  considerable  improvement  over  the 
course  of  the  season,  hitting  ,325  over  her  final  ' 
games  to  finish  with  a .250  batting  average. 
Among  the  freshmen,  Jess  Kasza  led  the 
Mules  with  a .321  batting  average,  34  hits  and  9 
doubles.  Alyssa  D'Addio  started  the  first  29 
games  at  shortstop  before  getting  injured  and  h 
.244  with  a pair  of  home  runs.  Alyssa  Bruckner 
picked  up  two  wins  on  the  mound,  The  young 
talent  points  to  a bright  future  for  the  program, 
but  that  future  won't  include  12-year  head 
coach  Ruth  Gibbs,  who  retired  after  the  season.

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The  2008  season  was  one  long  push  to  the 
playoffs  for  the  Muhlenberg  men's  lacrosse 
team,  which  received  national  acclaim  in  only  its 
sixth  varsity  season. 

After  dropping  their  first  three  Centennial 
Conference  games,  the  Mules  knew  they  could 
not  afford  another  loss  if  they  were  to  earn  their 
first  playoff  berth.  Starting  with  a 15-5  home  win 
against  Swarthmore  and  ending  with  a dramatic 
9-8  victory  at  Ursinus  almost  a month  later, 
Muhlenberg  won  eight  in  a row  (five  in  the  CC) 
to  qualify  for  the  playoffs  in  one  of  the  strongest 
conferences  in  Division  III.  The  run  came  to  an 
end  with  a 13-3  loss  to  third-ranked  Gettysburg 
in  the  CC  semifinals.  The  Mules  finished  their  best 
season  ever  with  a record  of  10-5,  setting  a 
school  record  for  wins. 

In  the  first  league  game  of  the  season, 
Muhlenberg  threw  a scare  into  eighth-ranked 
Washington,  a team  that  had  won  the  previous 
five  meetings  by  an  average  of  more  than  nine 
goals.  Road  losses  to  Gettysburg  and  Haverford 
followed,  but  when  the  Mules  returned  home  for 
the  last  Saturday  in  March  they  began  churning 
out  one  program  milestone  after  another:  their 
first  home  win  against  Swarthmore,  their  first  win 
at  Franklin  8c  Marshall  (9-8  in  triple  overtime),

their  first  back-to-back  CC  wins,  their  first  win 
against  Dickinson  (9-4)  since  the  reinstatement 
of  men's  lacrosse  as  a varsity  sport,  their  first 
four-win  CC  season  (after  a 10-7  defeat  of 
McDaniel),  their  first  five-game  winning  streak 
(after  a 14-8  win  against  FDU-Florham). 

With  each  milestone  and  triumph, 
Muhlenberg  gained  in  confidence,  and  others 
began  to  take  notice.  The  Mules  extended  their 
winning  streak  to  six  by  doubling  up  Montclair 
State,  8-4,  on  Senior  Night,  and  when  the 
national  poll  came  out  the  following  week, 
Muhlenberg  was  listed  as  receiving  votes. 

Senior  midfielder  Kyle  Farris  and  junior 
defenseman  John  DeLuca  were  voted  to  the 
AII-CC  first  team,  becoming  the  Mules'  first  two 
first-team  CC  selections,  and  later  they  became 
the  program's  first  All-Americans,  both  earning 
honorable  mention.  Farris,  who  scored  the 
game-winning  goal  in  the  Ursinus  game,  ended  ; 
his  career  as  Muhlenberg's  leader  with  101 
goals,  including  a school-record  36  in  2008. 
DeLuca  led  a defense  that  ranked  fourth  in  the 
CC  in  goals-against  average  and  also  emerged 
as  a threat  on  offense  with  his  long  runs  down 
the  field,  scoring  six  goals. 

Senior  Mickey  Norton  earned  AII-CC 
honorable  mention  after  handing  out  24  assists. 
He  ended  up  as  the  Mules'  all-time  scoring 
leader  with  123  points.  Sophomores  Matthew 
Schroeder  and  Ivan  Brown  and  senior  Luke 
Silverman  joined  DeLuca  on  the  starting 
defense,  while  sophomore  T.J.  Dugan  and 
freshman  Tom  Brant  contributed  as  longstick 
midfielders.

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Lady  Mules  have  a record  smashing  season 


The  first-ever  trip  to  the  Centennial 
Conference  playoffs  was  the  culmination 
for  the  Muhlenberg  women's  lacrosse 
team  during  the  most  successful  season 
in  program  history.  In  a year  highlighted 
by  numerous  individual  and  team 
records,  the  Mules  qualified  for  the 
playoffs  in  a league  featuring  three  of 
the  top  15  teams  in  the  country, 
including  2007  national  champion 
Franklin  & Marshall. 

Only  a season  after  Muhlenberg 
finished  with  a 2-7  mark  in  the  CC,  the 
squad  manifested  its  tremendous 
improvement  in  concluding  the  2008 


campaign  1 1-5  overall  and  5-4  in  the  league. 

A few  of  the  multiple  records  set  by  the  2008 
Mule  team  include  school  standards  for  most  victories 
in  a season  (1 1),  most  wins  in  the  CC  (5)  and  highest 
winning  percentage  (.688).  The  prolific  Muhlenberg 
attack  also  set  a record  for  goals  in  one  season  (248) 
and  goals  per  game  (15.5).  Much  of  the  success 
should  be  credited  to  the  teamwork  exercised  by  the 
Mules,  who  registered  10  assists,  including  a 
school-record  16  in  a 20-9  win  against  Haverford. 

Handling  the  playmaking  duties  was  senior 
Taylor  Armstrong,  who  not  only  set  school  records  for 
season  assists  (50)  and  career  assists  (88),  but  also 
ranked  fifth  in  Division  III  in  helpers  per  game  (3.13). 

Junior  Ruth  Morrongiello  paced  the  high-octane 
Mule  offense  with  41  goals  on  the  season,  including 
the  100th  of  her  career.  She  also  led  the  squad  in 
draw  controls  with  a school-record  59  and  ranked 
second  in  the  conference  with  3.69  per  game. 

Three  Muhlenberg  players  earned  AII-CC  honors  as 
sophomore  Amanda  McGovern  (37  goals,  17  assists) 
was  a second-team  selection,  while  Armstrong  and 
Morrongiello  received  honorable  mention. 

Sophomore  Alyssa  Bascelli  enjoyed  a 
breakthrough  season  with  30  goals  and  a 
team-leading  20  caused  turnovers  from  the  midfield. 
She  was  one  of  five  Mules  to  score  at  least  30  times, 
and  freshman  Rachael  Goldstein  (29)  just  missed. 
Armstrong  and  classmates  Marissa  Capuano,  Maura 
Lane  and  Kate  Sawyer  finished  their  collegiate 
careers  as  the  winningest  class  in  program  history  with 
a record  of  38-25  (.603).  For  the  third  straight  season, 
Muhlenberg  remained  undefeated  against 
non-conference  opposition,  extending  its  winning 
streak  to  22  encounters.

The  2007-08  Muhlenberg  men's  tennis 
season  did  not  lack  for  success,  dramatics  or, 
unfortunately,  injuries,  The  Mules  finished  the  year 
with  an  8-7  record,  their  first  winning  record  and 
most  wins  since  the  2003  squad  went  9-2,  Their 
3-6  Centennial  Conference  mark  ended  a string 
of  four  straight  years  with  only  two  league 
victories. 

Of  the  eight  wins,  four  came  by  the 
smallest  of  margins,  5-4.  In  three  of  those 
matches,  Muhlenberg  came  back  after  losing 
two  of  the  three  doubles  contests. 

The  team  repeatedly  displayed  impressive 
fortitude  despite  playing  shorthanded.  Two  of  the 
three  seniors  on  the  squad  were  sidelined  by 
injuries  for  the  entire  year,  and  two  talented 
freshmen  also  missed  time  with  injuries. 

The  Mules  played  an  unusual  schedule  that 
had  them  on  the  road  for  the  whole  month  of 
March  and  at  home  for  all  but  the  last  match  in 
April.  After  starting  off  3-3,  the  team  won  its  next 
four  matches,  beginning  with  an  8-1  victory  at 
Goucher. 

Returning  home,  Muhlenberg  dispatched  of 
Moravian,  McDaniel  and  King's.  Although  the 
middle  match  was  decided  by  a comfortable  8-1 
margin,  the  other  two  came  down  to  the  wire. 
Junior  Brian  Wernick,  playing  at  No.  2,  was 
leading  5-1  in  the  third  set  when  his  Moravian 
opponent  retired,  giving  the  Mules  a 5-4  victory 
against  their  local  rivals.  In  the  King's  match, 
Wernick  and  sophomore  No.  1 Robbie  Goldwein 
both  prevailed  in  three  sets  to  pull  out  a 5-4  win. 

Wernick  played  the  role  of  hero  again  in  a 
5-4  defeat  of  Franklin  8c  Marshall,  winning  7-6,  7-5 
in  the  last  match  on  the  court. 

Freshman  Wayne  Mitchel  led  Muhlenberg  in 


singles  wins  during  the  spring,  compiling  an  8-3 
mark,  mostly  at  No.  5.  Senior  Jamie  Goldman 
went  7-2  playing  anywhere  from  third  through 
sixth.  Wernick  finished  with  a 6-7  record,  while 
Goldwein  was  5-6  competing  at  the  top  of  the 
ladder  in  the  tough  CC. 

Mitchel  and  Goldman  were  the  top 
doubles  tandem,  splitting  10  matches  at  No.  3. 
Freshmen  John  Osborne  and  Dan  Zakheim 
captured  the  fourth  and  sixth  singles  brackets, 
respectively,  at  the  Muhlenberg  Fall  Classic  in 
their  first  taste  of  collegiate  competition.

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No  room  for  love'  on  the  court 


During  the  2008  season  the  renovated 
Muhlenberg  women's  tennis  team  recovered  its 
reputation  as  one  of  the  Centennial 
Conference  elite  teams  and  returned  to  the 
playoffs  following  a one-year  layoff. 

The  Mules  injected  revitalizing  fresh  blood 
to  their  roster,  as  four  freshmen  joined  the 
starting  lineup,  and  positive  results  followed. 
Having  tied  for  the  uncharacteristic  fifth  place 
in  the  CC  in  2007,  Muhlenberg  came  back  on 
the  playoff  map  by  finishing  in  third  place  with 
an  8-2  league  mark.  The  Mules  lost  two  of  their 
first  three  matches,  but  the  defeats  came 
against  nationally  ranked  opponents  - No.  24 
Vassar  and  defending  CC  champion  No.  14 
Johns  Hopkins.  After  the  loss  to  the  Blue  Jays, 


Muhlenberg  reeled  off  six  successive  triumphs, 
including  five  in  conference  action.  During  the 
stretch  the  Mules  either  shut  out  their  opponents 
or  limited  them  to  a lone  point.  Swarthmore 
snapped  the  victorious  march,  eking  out  a 5-4 
victory,  but  Muhlenberg  rebounded  to  defeat 
Franklin  8c  Marshall  (7-2)  and  Washington  (5-4)  to 
earn  the  No.  3 seed  in  the  playoffs. 

In  a clash  featuring  the  No.  8 and  No. 
9-ranked  teams  in  the  Atlantic  South  Region, 
Muhlenberg  conceded  a 5-2  loss  to 
second-seeded  Swarthmore  in  the  semifinal 
stage  of  the  CC  tournament,  wrapping  up  the 
2008  campaign  with  a 9-5  overall  record.  In  their 
first  year  playing  as  a unit,  juniors  Jenn  Powell 
and  Carly  Rotfeld  established  a formidable 
partnership  at  No.  1 doubles  and  generated  a 
7-2  CC  record,  earning  All-Centennial 
Conference  honors  and  reaching  the  final  at  the 
fall  CC  Invitational.  Powell  was  also  saluted  as  a 
singles  player  as  she  finished  7-2  in  the  league 
and  1 1-6  overall. 

The  other  two  pairs,  which  consisted  of 
freshmen,  also  demonstrated  persistence  on  the 
court  and  a remarkable  will  to  close  out 
conference  matches.  The  No.  2 doubles  team  of 
Caitie  Druker  and  Sara  Sutker  went  7-2  in  the 
CC,  while  Danielle  Winston  and  Lindsay  Schmidt 
at  No.  3 doubles  finished  with  eight  victories  and 
two  losses  in  the  CC  and  15-4  overall, 

Druker  completed  her  first  season  with  an 
impressive  13-5  singles  record,  including  a 
team-best  8-2  league  mark.

Taking  home  silver  medals 


The  Muhlenberg  men's  golf  team  had 
nowhere  to  go  but  up  after  placing  seventh  at 
the  2005  Centennial  Conference 
Championships.  And  that's  just  where  the  team 
went,  nearly  reaching  the  pinnacle  of  the  CC 
in  2008.  The  Mules  led  the  CC  Championships 
by  four  strokes  after  the  first  two  rounds,  and 
even  though  they  were  overtaken  by  McDaniel 
on  the  final  day,  they  still  finished  second.  It 
was  the  third  straight  year  of  improvement  for 
Muhlenberg,  after  finishing  fifth  in  2006  and 
fourth  in  2007. 

In  spite  of  the  near-miss  in  their  final 
competition,  the  Mules  had  an  outstanding 
year,  winning  three  tournaments  for  the  first 
time  since  the  2000-01  campaign.  Muhlenberg 
gave  a sign  of  things  to  come  at  its  opening 
tournament,  the  Wesley  Invitational.  Sending 
the  same  five  golfers  as  they  did  in  the  fall  of 
2006,  the  Mules  improved  by  10  strokes  and 


finished  fourth. 

Junior  Bill  Snow  became  the  first 
Muhlenberg  player  to  win  medalist  honors  since 
2004  when  he  captured  the  Susquehanna  Fall 
Invitational  with  a one-over  par  73.  Five  days 
later,  classmate  Geoffrey  Kellerman  joined  him  in 
the  winner's  circle,  leading  the  Mules  to  the  team 
title  at  the  Messiah  Falcon  Classic,  Muhlenberg 
closed  out  the  fall  season  by  winning  its  own 
tournament  for  the  first  time  since  2000,  breaking 
a string  of  four  consecutive  second-place  finishes. 
Sophomore  Biff  Slocum  just  missed  becoming  the 
Mules'  third  different  medalist,  shooting  a 75,  one 
stroke  off  the  lead. 

The  team  got  off  to  a slow  start  in  the 
spring,  but  turned  it  around  in  the  last  week 
before  the  CC  Championships.  Muhlenberg  won 
the  19-team  Susquehanna  Invitational  by  four 
strokes  over  the  host  school  and  finished  just  two 
strokes  behind  first-place  Lehigh  at  the  annual 
Lehigh  Valley  Cup.  Depth  was  a big  key  to  the 

success,  as  seven  of  the  nine  team 
members  shot  a round  of  76  or 
lower.  Slocum  had  nine  rounds  in 
the  70s  and  finished  with  a 
team-leading  average  of  78.5. 
Kelleman  averaged  78.9  strokes,  an 
improvement  of  2.6  from  his 
sophomore  year,  and  Snow 
bettered  his  average  two  strokes 
to  79. 1 . It  was  only  the  second  time 
in  the  last  15  years  that  the  Mules 
had  three  golfers  average  in  the 
70s.

Losing  two  of  the  top  three  scorers  from  the  2007  Centennial 
Conference  championship  squad  proved  to  be  too  much  for  the 
Muhlenberg  women's  golf  team  to  overcome.  The  Mules  finished  fifth  at  the 
2008  CC  tournament,  which  they  hosted  at  Olde  Homestead  Golf  Club. 
They  were  passed  by  Dickinson  in  the  second  round  of  the  Centennial 
Conference  Championships  by  only  three  strokes. 

Senior  Dana  Lynn  Bielecki  closed  out  her  career  by  placing  sixth  at  the 
CC  Championships  - missing  her  third  consecutive  AII-CC  designation  by 
just  one  stroke.  She  shot  a career-low  round  of  85  on  the  first  day  of  the 
tourney.  Bielecki's  career  stroke  average  of  96.3  was  the  second-best  for  a 
player  who  competed  more  than  one  year  in  the  short  history  of  the 
Muhlenberg  program. 

Junior  Hayley  Cush,  the  only  other  holdover  from  the  championship 
team,  averaged  a career-best  106.6  strokes  per  round  and  shot  a 97  at  the 
Dickinson  Invitational. 

Sophomore  Sarah  Mellick  averaged  106.0  strokes  in  her  first  year  on 
the  team,  and  freshmen  Amy 
Venuto  and  Allison  Siefert 
rounded  out  the  squad. 

Muhlenberg  competed  in 
four  spring  tournaments,  with 
its  low  round  of  395  coming  on 
the  first  18  holes  of  the  CC 
Championships.

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Quick  feet,  high  jumps  and  far  throws  combine  for  a great  season 


At  first  glance,  an  outsider  might  look  at 
the  Muhlenberg  track  and  field  teams'  2008 
Centennial  Conference  finishes  and  think  that 
the  Mules  may  not  have  done  as  well  as  in 
recent  years.  That  is  at  first  glance.  The 
Muhlenberg  women  placed  fifth  at  the  CC  meet 
both  indoor  and  outdoors,  while  the  men  were 
fifth  outdoors  and  sixth  indoors.  But  with  squads 
that  were  relatively  small  to  begin  with  and 
suffered  a series  of  untimely  injuries  to  key 
performers,  the  Mules  closed  out  the  year  with 
an  incredible  outdoor  CC  meet  at  Gettysburg, 

exceeding 
everyone's 
expectations 
with  their 
performances. 
In  total, 

during  the  year 
the  teams 
combined  to 
set  15  school 
records  and 
win  six  CC  gold 
medals  and 
one  ECAC  goid 
medal. 
Sophomore 
Alex  Faust  was  responsible  for  three  of  the  six 
CC  golds,  winning  the  pole  vault  both  indoors 
and  outdoors  and  the  400  meters  indoors.  She  is 
the  first  athlete  in  Muhlenberg  history  to  win  the 
same  event  at  the  CC  meet  indoors  and 
outdoors  as  a freshman  and  sophomore.  Faust 
set  indoor  school  records  in  the  200  and  pole 
vault,  provisionally  qualifying  for  NCAAs  in  the 
latter,  and  tied  her  outdoor  pole  vault  record. 

Junior  Stuart  Udis  had  an  outstanding 


indoor  season  before  an  injury  sidelined  him  for 
the  spring.  Fie  provisionally  qualified  for  NCAAs 
in  the  800  meters,  contributed  to  three  school 
records  (800,  4x800  and  4x1600),  and  won 
three  gold  medals:  two  at  the  CC  meet  (800 
and  4x800)  and  one  at  the  ECAC 
Championships  (4x800).  The  latter 
performance  marked  the  fourth  time  in  the  last 
six  years  that  a Mule  men's  relay  team 
captured  first  place  at  the  ECAC  indoor  meet. 
Muhlenberg's  other  gold  medal  came  at  the 
CC  outdoor  meet,  when  senior  Michael 
Karchner  won  the  decathlon  for  the  second 
time  in  three  years. 

Juniors  David  Chorney  and  Timothy  Van 
Syckle  stamped  their  names  on  the  record 
book  in  dramatic  fashion.  Chorney  contributed 
to  indoor  records  in  the  3,000  meters,  4x800 
and  4x1600  indoors,  then  found  startling 
success  in  the  steeplechase  outdoors.  At  the 
Swarthmore  Last  Chance  Meet,  Chorney  had 
taken  25  seconds  off  the  old  school  record 
and  missed  the  NCAA  provisional  mark  by  less 
than  two  seconds.  Fie  won  a bronze  in  the 
steeple  at  the  CC  Championships  and  added 
a silver  in  the  1,500.  Van  Syckle  also  found 
extraordinary  success  in  a new  event, 
shattering  the  school  record  by  almost  a 
minute  in  his  first  stab  at  the  10,000  meters. 

Van  Syckle  also  broke  the  indoor  record  in  the 
5,000  by  almost  nine  seconds. 

Other  Mules  to  break  school  records  in 
individual  events  were  sophomores  Debra 
Crockett  (indoor  shot  put),  Brendan  Kirk  (400 
hurdles)  and  Jeremiah  Lachaud  (outdoor  200),

Commencement 
Class  of  2008 
May  1 7-18 

It  is  the  middle  of  May,  meaning  once 
again  it  is  time  for  another  class  to  graduate  from 
Muhlenberg  College  and  journey  into  the  real 
world  as  Muhlenberg  Alums.  Similar  to  each 
ceremony,  the  front  lawn  was  transformed  into 
an  arena  where  families  from  across  the  country 
would  gather  to  watch  the  right  of  passage  from 
an  undergraduate  student  to  a graduate  of 
Muhlenberg  College.  On  Saturday,  President 
Helm  gave  the  Baccalaureate  Address  entitled 
"Three  Travelers."  The  three  travelers  were 
composed  of  himself,  the  diminutive  tailor  in  story 
is  that  of  "The  Brave  Little  Tailor"  from  Grimm's 
Fairy  Tales  and  lastly  Herodotus,  "The  Father  of 
History."  With  each  character  President  Helm 
discussed  details  of  their  journey  and  expressed 
important  life  lessons  which  could  be  taken  from 
each  of  these  characters.  President  Helm's  last 
words  expressed  the  importance  of  becoming  a 
kind  traveler  as  he  wished  the  Class  of  2008  best 
of  luck  on  all  of  their  future  travels. 
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This  year  Marian  Wright  Edelman,  Founder 
and  President  of  the  Children's  Defense  Fund 
(CDF)  delivered  the  annual  commencement 
address.  Edelman  is  a graduate  of  Spelman 

During  the 
60's  she  became  the  first  black  woman 
admitted  to  the  Mississippi  Bar.  She  was 
awarded  with  a honorary  doctorate  of 
laws  from  the  college,  During  her  speech, 
Edelman  talked  about  seven  different 
lessons  from  a spiritual  diary  of  letters.  The 
first  lesson  that  she  mentioned  was  that 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  a free  iunch  and 
she  spoke  about  the  importance  of 
working  hard,  Other  lessons  included  tips 
on  setting  goals,  and  the  importance  of 
family  and  friends.  She  ended  her  talk  with 
a quote  from  Shel  Silverstein  quoting  "He 
said  listen  to  the  message  child.  Listen  to 
the  don'ts,  listen  to  the  shouldn'ts,  the 
impossibles  and  the  won'ts,  listen  to  the 
never  haves  and  then  listen  close  to  me. 
Anything  can  happen  child,  anything  can 
be,  If  you  dream  it,  if  you  believe  in  it,  if 
you  struggle  for  it,  you  can  never  give  up." 
For  a college  celebrating  50  years  of 
co-education,  Marian  Wright  Edelman  was 
a very  appropriate  speaker, 
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Alex  Corgan  was  the  student 
speaker  for  the  ceremony,  reflecting  on 
the  memorable  experience  that  he 
shared  with  his  classmates.  Corgan,  from 
West  Hartford  CT,  is  International 
Relations  major  who  was  very  active  at 
the  college  and  within  the  community. 
Throughout  his  four  years  at  Muhlenberg 
Corgan  was  president  of  the  Muhlenberg 
Activities  Council  and  Colleges  Against 
Cancer,  sponsoring  events  such  as  Relay 
for  Life,  and  was  responsible  for  bringing 
numerous  musical  acts  to  the  school.  This 
past  fall  he  was  named  as  the  2007 
Homecoming  King.  He  was  elected  by 
the  Class  of  2008  to  speak  at 
commencement  and  his  speech  showed 
that  his  class  had  selected  an  excellent 
candidate.  Corgan's  speech  mentioned 
the  importance  of  giving  back,  humanity, 
civic  engagement  and  encouraged 
students  to  take  the  lessons  they  have 
learned  from  Muhlenberg  and  to  apply 
them  to  their  futures.  Towards  the  end  of 
his  speech  Corgan  spoke  of  the  future 
saying  "we  have  the  dreams  and  the 
ambition,  the  ability  and  the  courage,  the 
charisma  and  the  respect  for  others  to 
make  our  lives  anything  that  we  want 
them  to  be.
